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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant asserts that Ikeda does not teach that each sub-table identifies a certain transport stream, and 
wherein said certain transport stream comprises a local tranpsort stream of a certain cell. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Ikeda discloses 
(col. 8, lines 1-32; col. 9, lines 3-18) that the SI table such as NIT is defined by ARIB STD-B10, where NIT is transmitted in segmented form; 
NIT is segmented into network information section subtables, where each subtable refers to at least one transport stream id that is specific 
to a service area as represented in Figs. 4-6. 

Furthermore, Applicant alleges that Ikeda does not teach establishing a mother table configured to maintain a sub-table of the certain 
transport stream and sub-tables of adjacent transport streams of the certain transport stream, wherein said adjacent transport streams 
comprise transport streams of at least one neighboring cell of said certain cell. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Ikeda discloses (col. 9, 
lines 33-41 ) that the NIT (mother table), which inlcudes subtables, is made to describe information on the transport streams being 
transmitted in the original service area and the adjacent service areas. 

Therefore, the combination of references Szucs and Ikeda meets all the limitations of the claim and renders obviousness. 
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
